EDITORIAL 


Anyone would think Soccer matches 
in Sydney are destined to be played in 
empty stadiums. 

Last Thursday night, a postponed State 
League match between Rockdale and River- 
wood — with importance to the champion- 
ship and relegation battles — was played at 
St George Stadium. 

Yet the NSW Soccer Federation failed to 
inform ASW or Australian Associated Press, 
which covers State League matches to 
service the daily media, that the match was 
on. 

' AAP only arranged coverage of the match 
after seeing a small advertisement in a Syd- 
ney newspaper on the afternoon of the 
game. 

This situation is almost expected from the 

dministrative offices in Sydney — PSL as 

‘well as State League. Yet all it requires is a 
few priority phone calls to the necessary 
press outlets as soon as a match date or 
venue is changed.

The transfer system in Australia must 
be uniform. 

That is the only conclusion to a situation 
which creates confusion for all involved — 
the clubs, coaches, players, press, even ad- 
ministrative employees, and of course 
supporters. 

In New South Wales, players may leave a 
State Federation club to join the Philips 
League until july 31 — the PSL’s deadline. 

However, PSL players are not permitted to 
join a State League club after June 30, as this 


* is the NSW Federation’s transfer deadline. 


The law of the Victorian Soccer Federation 
seems even more peculiar. 

According to the PSL clubs, the VSF’s law 
forbids transfers of players from the State 
Federation to the Philips League after the 
conclusion of the official transfer season — 
that is after June 30. 

The peculiarity of the law is, they claim, 
that it allows transfers of players from the 
Philips League to the State competitions after 
the end of the transfer season. 

A transfer deadline is in force to stop a late 
tush by clubs to buy players, for example, to 
plug up gaps created by injury or to stop a 
team fighting against relegation from buying 
their way out of trouble. 

Yet a deadline, to be effective, must be 
uniform throughout Australia, and must be 
properly policed. 

It is up to the State Federations and the 
Philips League executive to put aside their 
differences to effect this. 

PSL chairman Sam Papasavas has called for 
a review of the transfer laws (see page 3. 
article). Perhaps it is up to him to get all the 
parties to the conference table.

of their services. 

After: all; they. argue, it 
was'the VSE_ that: forced 
them to maintain:a team in 
one:of the lower divisions 
when they decided to join 
the Philips League. 

Last: week Heidelberg 
and South Melbourne were 
refused: permission: by the 
VSF to transfer three play- 
ers from their lower divi- 


sion teams to their Philips 
‘League squad. 
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“Jt. is ridiculous,” said 
the president. of South Mel- 
bourne and chairman of the 
Philips.League, Sam 
Papasavas. 

“The: Victorian: Soccer 
Federation. is. maintaining 
an unacceptable attitude on 
the matter; upsetting clubs, 
players and coaches. 


‘The law is very unrealis-., 


tic and must be reviewed to 
enable clubs to promote the 
youngsters to. the national 
competition. 

“If players are allowed to 
transfer to: the lower divi- 
sions: after the termination 
of the transfer season, simi- 
larly they should be al- 
lowed to move to.the upper 
divisions.” 

Heidelberg president 
Sam Goulopoulos is :equal- 
ly. critical of the law. 

“Tt is crazy," Goulopou- 
los said. 

“The argument of the 
Victorian Soccer Federa- 


tion that the law aims at 
protecting the lower divi- 
sions from the the great 
influx of PSL players at the 
concluding stages of each 
cuampionsnip stands no 
ground. at all, for all PSL 
clubs may transfer players 
to’ the lower divisions 
throughout the -season to 
help these teams avoid rele- 
gation.” 


“‘The- law. must. be 
overhauled: to: allow. the 
transfers: even’ after..the 
conclusion: of the transfers 


within. the State Federa- 


tion.” 


Contrary.to:the views of 
the PSL clubs, the secretary 
of the Victorian: Soccer 
Federation, George: Wal- 
lace, says. his body. has 
never refused to transfer 
players: to the PSL, even 
after the conclusion of the 
State transfer season. 

Said Wallace: “Initially, 
PSE clubs will have to ap- 
ply. to the respective league 
for registration of a player, 


for it-is the PSL that de- 
mands. proper. registration 
of players to be used in PSL 
matches. 


“The: obligation: of . the 
Victorian: Federation.is to 
issue a: clearance. of the 
player or players in ques- 
tion to enable their regist- 
ration.:.Over. the: years we. 
have co-operated: with the 
management. of the PSL 
issuing clearances 
whenever requested — in.a 
Jot.of cases after the official 
closing of our transfer 
season. 

“Their complaints, ‘if 
any, should: be directed to

‘Wallace suggested that the 
resentment of the PSL 
clubs emanates from the 
fact that the VSF does not 
permit free movement of 
players from the State divi-

They are the words of Johnny Warren, one 
of Australia’s World Cup greats ... and he 
would have liked to have seen Gary Byrne in 


the green-and-gold more often. 


“T regard him highly as 
one of our best midfielders. 
The main thing about his 
play is that he is always 
busy, and always creating 
something. His role is more 
as a creator than in scoring. 

“T remember playing 
against him in my later 
years — he came in when 
he was only about 16 — and 
he impressed me.” 

Warten pointed out that 
he didn’t think Byrne’s 
move to Canberra Arrows 
was a good one for him, 
explaining that he probably 
would have fitted in better 
at Sydney Olympic (where 
he did train last summer) or 
his old club Marconi. 


HASSLES OVER 

TRANSFER FEE 

Yet. it became a question 
of going to Canberra or not 
playing at: all as: the PSL 
season: approached. at the 
start of this year. 

After. many. delays, Gary. 
signed. with.. Canberra: for 
1982 and.’83,- with the Ar- 


rows paying outa $20,000 
transfer fee to. Marconi. 


The. hassles of last 
summer to get the fee red- 
uced -— and more particu- 
larly the obstinance: of the 
Marconi club — will be re- 
membered by Byme for a 
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Jong time. 

“T wasn’t really upset at 
being placed on the transfer 
list, I expected that,” the 
slim midfielder said. 

“T was more upset at the 

large amount Marconi put 
on me, and then they 
wouldn’t reduce it.” 
” The*reason Byrne was so 
upset was because he had 
given the Fairfield club 11 
years fine service. 

“TI: was told face-to-face 
by the chairman — who is 
still there. now. — that if I 
didn’t play for Marconi 
they could keep me out of 
football for the next 10 
years. 

“My only avenue of ap- 
peal was to the Australian 
Soccer. Federation. 1 filed 
that last: October, “but” it 


~wasn’t: heard: until the be- 


ginning’ of. February. -— 
three months later.”” 
Gary’s.-transfer: fee. was 
reduced from $30,000 ‘to 
$25,000. by. the ASF, “‘whi- 
ch: was’ a bit. ridiculous: be- 
cause that was really the fee 
Marconi: were. prepared to 
accept after negotiations.” 
Just as it looked: like 
court action’ was the only 
way out for Byme, the Ar- 
rows came: in and: signed 
him, and-he played the first 
game of 1982 on loan, mis- 
sed the second, before Can- 
berra sorted out the: deal

before the third match. 

The transfer fee business 
needs tighter control, says 
the intelligent Byrne. 

“Really, it’s a very sad 
story for Australian Soccer. 
South Melbourne did it to 
George Christopoulos 
when he went to Greece 
and they asked for 
$100,000. 

“It makes it hard for 
young players to make. it, 
except the way Craig John- 


ston did it. 
“That. is virtually::-what 


- you have to do. Any player 
-.who tries to make. it here 


first, will have a large trans- 
fer fee placed on him. 
“Can you imagine the fee 
placed on Peter Katholos, 
for: example, if he wanted. 
to go’ overseas, ‘unless. he 
has_a special clause: in his 
contract?” : 
Gary Byrne has never re- 
ally dominated: headlines. 
However, his midfield abil- 
ity cannot be faulted. He 
does the: grafting to start 
the. work for flashier play- 
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ers to finish off. 

A big handicap for him is 
that he isn’t training with 
his team-mates, because he 
resides in Sydney due to his 
employment as a computer 
operator. 


CANBERRA HAVE 
GOOD FUTURE 

He runs. by himself daily

Gary, ‘and he. said: he has 
adopted a wait-and-see.at- 
titude 


“As P've got a two- 
contract, I'll see what the 
situation is at the end of the 
year, and decide what to do 
then.” : 

A lot depends on 
whether he can get a job 
transfer for 1983, and, of 


course, on whether Can- 
berra escape relegation. 
Loyal to Canberra — as 
he was to Marconi — Byrne 
is impressed by the set-up 
of the Arrows. 

“T think it is a good set- 
up, and with the involve- 
ment of the Olympic club 
there is a good possibility 
that Canberra teams will do 
a lot better in the future. 

“We've got a reasonably 
good team now, and I think 
we'll pull ourselves out of 
the relegation zone. 

“If one or two more good 
players are added it will be 
a darn good side, especially 
if the club.can hold onto the 
coach (George. Murray). 

“He’s a good coach, he 
knows. what he’s talking 
about, and the players re- 
spect him.” 

To go back,.Gary played 
his junior football in Cam- 
den, a town on: the south- 
western: outskirts .of Syd- 
ney, in the Southern Dis- 
tricts: Association, ‘until he: 
was 16. 

It was then he began his 
long association’ with: Mar- 
coni. The coach of the Sou- 
thern Districts: team; 
Trevor Edwards,: took on 
the third grade job at Mar- 
coni: and took: half of the: 
Districts team with him — 
including Gary, 

He quickly worked his 


way up and established 
himself in the firsts, and 
stayed with Marconi for 11 
years, except for a six- 
month spell on loan to 
Sutherland. 

In 1975 he stepped into 
the arena of world Soccer 
in the Australian team, 
where he remained a regu- 
lar till the unsuccessful 1977 
World Cup campaign. 


DISLIKED RUDI’S 
TREATMENT 

In 1979, with Australia 

having appointed a new na- 


tional coach: — one. Rudi. - 


Gutendorf — Byme played 
for Gutendorf’s: NSW side 
against Norwich City and 
was in the touring squad to 
New. Zealand, a. game: the 
Socceroos lost 0-1. 

But: Byrne. didn’t. like 
what he saw in-Gutendorf, 
and. declared: himself una- 
vailable: for Australian 
selection. 

Such: a» decision must 
have: been. a hard one. to. 
make — with its “unpatrio- 
tic” implications —— but 
Byme explains his choice: 

“As I played a couple of. 
games under Gutendorf in 
1979, I had a good look at 
what the guy was like, and I 
decided that I didn’t want 
to be associated with him.

“Basically I didn’t like 
the man and I didn’t like 
the way he treated players. 
It may have been different 
if I hadn’t played for the 


’ Australian team before.” 


Some other Australian 
players decided to pull out 
too — but they left it until 
May 1981 after the SCG 
debacle, But that’s another 
story. 

After Les -Scheinflug 
took over — Byrne’s boss 
at Marconi when they won 
the Philips League title in 
1979 — he was recalled for 
World Cup matches against 
Taiwan and Fiji a year ago. 

Although he says half- 
jokingly that his number. 
one ambition is to live close 
to the club he is. playing 
with, he would like. to be. 
included in’ national. team 
plans in the future. 

But he. says..that: to: be 
considered for the national 
team, your club team has to. 
be doing well, and of. cour- 
se Canberra aren’t. 

“Players. in the limelight 
tend to selected, and.that’s 
why it is important for Can- 
berra to get up the table for 
as many players as possible 
to. get into: national team 
thinking.” ie 

Byrne is one. of the 1977

failures’. who: could: play ‘a 
big hand in future Austra- 
lian teams... along: with 
John.

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WHAT IS A LINESMAN? | HENRY KENDALL HIGH 
: IN SCHOOLS’ SEMI-FINALS 


Someone who stands at the side of a soccer 


field and waves a flag at the zeferee. 


If only it was as simple 
as that. But, just as there 
is an art to refereeing, so 
to is there an art in be- 
coming a first-class 
tinesman. 

Most peopte think that 
there are only two teams 
involved in a game of 
Soccer. | like to think that 
there is in.fact a third 
team involved — the re- 
feree and the two lines- 
men — as their combined 
team effort can have a 
telling effect on any 
game. 

In the three officials’ 
dressing-room prior to 
the commencement of 
each game, the referee 
gives his instructions to 
the linesmen and they are 
duty-bound to carry out 
these instructions, as 
their most important 
tunction is to ASSIST the 
referee. 

Have you ever shouted 
at a linesman: “You saw 
that incident linesman, 
who did you not signal to 
the referee?” The lines- 
man cannot turn around 
and shout back at you: “I 
am only carrying out the 
referee's instructions.” 

The linesman has to ac- 
cept this situation no mat- 
ter how difficult it might 
be 


| doubt if many spec- 
tators have ever. consi- 
dered the ifnportant part 
a linesman does play ina 
competition game. The 
smart, efficient linesman 
at once gains the confi- 
dence of the “man in the 
middle” and this in turn 
can reflect on the re- 
feree’s own performance. 
A good referee will ack- 
nowledge the assistance 
he receives from his 
linesman, sometimes by 
way of a discreet signal 
during play, when the 
linesman may have been 
particularly observant in 
picking up an offence 
which had been commit- 
ted “behind play” or on 
the referee's ‘‘blind- 
side”. 

A nod or a smile can 
give a nervous linesman a 
little encouragement as 
there is nothing worse, 
from alinesman’s point of 
view, than getting the im- 
pression that the referee 
is paying little or no atten- 
tion to the assistance you 
are trying to give him. 

The linesman is ex- 
pected to signal when the 
whole of the ball has 
passed over the sideline 
or goal-line, either on the 
ground or in the air, indi. 
cating at. the same:time 
who might be entitled to 
the throw-in, goal-kick or 
corner-kick, In most 
cases, the referee’s deci- 
sion will be exactly as the 
linesman has indicated. 
However it. should be 
clearly understood. that it 
is the referee who makes 
-the decision. 

A linesman must: be 
able: to: concentrate:.on 
keeping: in: line. with the 
second-last: defender; as 
this has. a.great bearing 
on-.when: an. attacking 
player, in. an: offside posi- 
tion. and attempting to.in- 
terfere: with play may be 
ruled offside: 

When the linesman sig- 
nals. with: his flag for off- 
side, he first: of all raises 
his. flag: to: attract the: re- 
feree's attention, then 
when the referee has 


stopped play, the lines- 
man indicates by (a) 
pointing to the ground 
closest to him which 
means the player offside 
was nearer to him (b) with 
the arm outstretched in a 
horizontal position, the 
offside player was in the 
middle of the field of play; 
or {c) the arm out- 
stretched at an angle of 
45 degrees would indi- 
cate to the referee that it 
was a player on the far 
side of the field who was 
offside. 

When a corner-kick is 
about to be taken from 
the area closest to the 
linesman, the linesman 
checks to see that the bail 
has been placed within 
the arc and then he 
moves 10 metres along 
the goal-line. The reason 
for this move is that it 
enables the referee, who 
will probably be standing 
at the far side of the 
from the kicker, to signal 
for the kick to be. taken, 
knowing that the ball has 
been placed correctly 
and equally important, he 
can. immediately spot if a 
defending player ap- 
proaches nearer than the 
required 10 metres before 
the bail is in play. 

At the taking of a goal- 
kick, the linesman en- 
sures that the bail is 
placed within the half at 
the goal-area closest to 
where the ball went out of 
play. When the ball is 
kicked from he goal-kick, 
the linesman has to be in 
a position to see that it 
leaves the penalty area 
without any other player 


At Ui 


touching the ball. if some- 
one does touch the ball 
without it leaving the pen- 
alty area, the linesman 
signals to the referee and 
the kick has to be 
retaken. 

When at team decides 
that they want to bring on 
a substitute, the linesman 
closest to the reserve 
bench attracts the atten- 
tion of the referee when 
the ball has gone out of 
play. The linesman will 
then check the footwear 
of the substitute and also 
makes sure that he does 
not enter the field of play 
until the referee has sig- 
nalled that the player may 
do so. 


An experienced lines- 
man will also tell the coa- 
ch and reserve players 
who are sitting at the side 
of the field of play to “cool 
it’, if they should get 
over-excited during a 
game. In this way it can 
save the referee having to 
take firmer action if the 
linesman's advice is 
taken. 

Should the referee, by 
reason of an accident to 
himself during a game, 
be unable to continue,

As a “Soccer lawyer”, | feel my duty to draw 
your attention about a mistake re the Laws of 
the Game. 

In that article, yout reporter says: “Referee 
Jim Rossis awarded a penalty against Foot- 
scray. Graham Honeyman of West Adelaide 
took the penalty and hit the post. He met the 
rebound and stuck the ball past the goal. The 
referee given a free-kick to Footscray because 
Honeyman — the penalty-kicker — was 
judged offside. 

RE iS THE MISTAKE. The referee was 
correct to award a free-kick against 
Honeyman’s team — NOT FOR OFFSIDE BUT 
FOR TOUCHING THE BALL TWICE! 

The Laws of the Game are clear! If the ball 
hits the post or crossbar, and rebounds into 
play, the player who took the pony kick 
“MUST NOT PLAY" it again until it has been 
touched by another player. PSL players 
should know the law. 

Honeyman could not be judged in offside, 
because he was the kicker of pepe —he 

assed the ball to himself! Goal-post, cross- 
ar, corner flags are considered neutral.

GET OFF REF’S BACK 


Every Monday and Tuesday throughout the 
football season we find commentary on the 
weekend's match. How often when reading 
the articles do we find that the previously “in- 
orm’ team has lost an important match 
because of the referee’s performance? How 
easy it is to blame the ref; he may have made 
one or two errors in the match, usually he has 
made no technical errors at all. But because 
he remains honest, and refuses to make 
“popular” decisions, players, spectators and 
officials all look for a scapegoat. They pounce 
on the man in the middle, with vitriolic words 
designed to belittle the referee and shatter his 
self-confidence, probably in the hope that 
next time he officiates at one of their games 
they will be able to influence his decisions. 


How unjust is this attitude. After 17 years in 
football, the past 10 as a referee, 1 am begin- 
ning to feel that the smallest thing in the 
world is the mind of a football spectator. 

Most referees appointed to the better 
leagues of football have to train regularly, 
attend seminars and lectures, and ‘orton to 
strict codes of behaviour or face strict discipli- 
nary action, and if they don’t perform they are 
demoted by their own peers. 

| suggest that it is time for all involved to get 
off the ref’s back. How can the code ever 
attain the heights we all dream of when some 
ethnic teams appear to take thousand-year- 
old wars onto the pitch and expect the ref to 
maintain peace in an atmosphere that armies 
have not Peon able to control? Let me further 
suggest that when next at a match, cheer the 
man in the middle for his courage in coming 
back each week to suffer the abuse .. . or 
should we sympathise with him for his appa- 
rent mental deficiency? 

In either case cheer him, don’t clout him! 
For you are lucky that he is out there.
